When each candidate put 
forward his or her claims for 
election to Altona Council 
there was one notable differ. 
ence. Mrs Evans stood first 
and last as a Labor candidate. 
As the “Altona Star” noted 
she made no mention of her 
undoubted other qualificatjons. 
Mr Crofts stood as a rate. 
payers representative but in 
addition listed his varied abili- 
ties and communal record to 
show his fitness. 

It has now been demonstra- 
ted that it is not enough to 
stand as a Labor candidate. 
This is a Labor voting com- 
munity and other things be- 
ing equal a Labor candidate 
can expect success.

voted last Saturday. 


This compares most 


unfavourably with the 71 per cent. at the 


August election. 


The highest percentage recorded was in ‘1961 
when a 75 per cent. poll was reached. At an earlier 
election only 56 per cent, voted. 


All these figures show some- 
thing that is not good for Al- 
tona. 

Voting is. compulsory and 
without this support it is pos- 
sible that even lower percen- 
tage of valid votes would be 
recorded. .

_ In the past few months, the 
price of food and other goods 
and services have been edg- 
ing up in anticipation of the 
change to decimal currency, 
now with C-day behind us, 
we are faced with further in- 
creases due in full to the 
changeover, these increases 
will by various estimates take 
from 40c to $1 extra per week 
from the-family budget. 


To quote some examples— 

MILK: Allowing four pints 
per day as average the old 
price 24s. 6d. per week, new 
price $2.72 per week, which 
means an increase in price 
of 2s. 8d. or 27. This is but 
one ‘example, almost without 
exception the price of food 





items, fares, et. have, in. 
creased and therefore his 
wage value .or purchasing 


power has been reduced to the 
extent of the increased prices. 


The average worker clears 
£18 p. or $36, this has not in- 
creased, therefore this wage 
value or purchasing power 
has been reduced to the ex- 
tent of the increased prices. 
With increased prices in mind, 
the worst type of example is 
that of the unscrupulous pro- 
fiteer. ‘To quote one example, 
“A slice of bread and some- 
thing which might have been 
butter, sold at a Collins St. 
sandwich bar for 3d, before 
C.day, aftey C-day the cost 
had risen to 5d., an increase 
of 66 and 2-3rds per cent. 

One daily newspaper admits 
to an estimated increase in 
profits for the coming year 
of £1,250,000 or $2,500,000 due 
to the changeover. 

One aspect of the big touch 
is the insistence of some 
traders on the’ return of deci- 
mal currency after a £5.d. 
transaction, this usually re- 
sults in the customer being 
some fraction of a penny out 
of pocket. For example, to 
buy a glass of beer in a pub- 
lic bar you must tender 1s. 6d- 
—actual price is. id. or lic 
per glass, this is an increase 
of .2 of a penny. 

A bottle of beer cost 3s. 63d. 
now’ the cost is 36c, an in- 
crease of a little over a half- 
penny. A dozen small cans 
‘cost £1 5s. 6d., new price, $2.65. 
To strengthen this position 
the Decimal Currefticy Act pro- 
vides that no one is forced to 
accept the coins of the old 
currency in the small denomi- 
nations of 4d., 1d. or pa. un. 
Jess in multiples of 6d. If 
we consider the above in the 
eyes of ‘an old age pensioner 
or any other pensioner who 
might exist on that bountiful 
government hand out of $11 
or £5 10s. per week, it is plain 
to see the Liberal Government 
cares not one hoot for the 
little people, the families, pen- 
sioners,« etc., and - considers 
them only meat for the wolves. 

It would be interesting to 
see readers submit their ex- 
periences of any overcharging 
etc. they may encounter in 
Altona and, elsewhere.

most precious possession, 


but ali too often they are also his most neglécted 
one, particularly on a traffic-dodging overnight frip. 


Spectacle wearers usually 
keep their lenses scrupulously 
clean to prevent irritating re- 
flections and distortions, be- 
cause anything that irritates 
the eye also leads to premature 
fatigue. 

The same goes for the wind- 
screen which must be absolutely 
free from dust and flies if the 
dazzle from oncoming cars is 
not to be magnified into a 
motoring misery. Judicious 
masking of bright metal parts 
can get rid of the annoying 
windscreen reflections from the 
dash which the manufacturer 
disregarded. 

It’s well known that you must 
never look directly at oncoming 
headlamps, but should look re- 
solutely past them, on your 
side of the road, as such intense 
dazzle may otherwise tempor- 
arily blind you. It is equally 
dangerous to allow your gaze to 
be mesmerized by the swathe 





More Oil Recovered 


IMPROVED TECHNIQUES FOR 
OILFIELD PRODUCTION IN- 
CREASE CRUDE OjL RESERVES 


New oilfield production tech- 
niques now make possible the 
recovery of a higher proportion 
of the crude oi! existing in an 
oil reservoir. 

The Petroleum Information 
Bureau (Australia) says that the 
widespread use of these tech- 
niques, known as secondary 
recovery, could greatly increose 
the estimates ot proved oil re- 
serves. - 

Present day recovery methods 
yield about 35 per cent of the 
oil known to be in place and 
estimates of reserves are based 
on this figure. Secondary re- 
covery techniques may raise the 
recovery leve! to 50 per cent in 
the not far distant future and 
continued technological advanc- 
es could raise the figure much 
closer to 100 per cent. 

Primary recovery is the term 
used to describe production 
from a reservoir in which the 
oil is moved to the bottom of 
the well by the natural under- 
ground pressures of gas or 
water or both. 

Secondary recovery may be 
said.to apply when the natural 
reservoir energy is assisted to 
move the oil into the bottom of 
the wellbore. 

Basically there are three 
ways to improve recovery levels: 
increase the permeability of the 
reservoir, rock; increase the 
drive energy; and reduce the 
oil's viscosity. 

Of these, the first may be 
applied in both primary and 
secondary recovery. !t includes 
the use of explosives to, break 
up hard, tight oil sands; acid 
treatment to increase porosity; 
and the injection of a liquid 
under pressure to force open 
flow channels for the oil. 

The other two methods to 
improve recovery are true ex- 
amples of secondary recovery 
as they involve the addition of 
energy. 

Natural drive is increased by 
injection into the reservoir of 
natural gas or water to boost 
underground pressures. When 
natural gas is used for this 
Purpose it may remain under- 
ground to be ultimately pro- 
duced again. 

To reduce the viscosity of 
crude oil in the rservoir, an 
thereby help it to flow into the 
well, production technologists 
may adopt “‘fire flooding’ in 
which underground fires are 
started to burn the least valu- 
able parts of crude oil and push 
the fighter oil towards the well. 
Alternatively, solvents may be 
used, 

Secondary recovery techniques 
are being used in the early 
stages of the life of a field, but 
oil produced by these more ex- 
pensive methods must compete 
in today’s market with oil pro- 
duced by the cheaper primary 
techniques. 

For economic reasons, there- 
fore, oil companies tend to un- 
dertake exploration work to 
increase their reserves. How- 
ever, as new oilfields become 
more difficult to find, second- 
ady recovery methods will be 





used more and more to increase 
recovery from existing reser- 


M voirs

From the fast flicker of 
sunlight and shade on a tree- 
lined highway, we may plunge 
headlong into a railway under- 
pass only to emerge seconds 
later facing the setting sun. 
Reflections from water, light- 
coloured roads, ‘and even the 
polished car bonnet will add 
their quota of strain, but we 
expect our eyes to cope uncom- 
plainingly. The wonder is that 
they so often do! 


You can help yours eyes con- 
siderably by a careful choice 
of optically corréct sunglasses 
in a tint which will not destréy 
true colour tones and plunge 
the world into eternal gloom. 
They should also filter out the 
harmful, albeit invisible, ultra- 
‘violet and infra-red rays at op- 
posite ends of the sensitive 
retina from damage. Where 
applicable, a driver's own op- 
tical prescription should. be 
made up in this glass, one of 
the most worth-while invest- 
ments in motoring safety and 
comfort. 


Spectacles should be stored 
safe from scrotching, yet 
speedily snatchable when re- 
quired. A woolly lined magne- 
tic holder on the dosh is the 
latest answer,

INDUSTRY . AWAKENING IN 
NORTH-WEST AUSTRAUIA.. 


There are inescapable signs 
and sounds of long-awaited de- 
velopment at many points in 
the sparsely-populated 350-000 
square mile region of Austral- 
ja‘s north-west. 


Major mining groups have 
started to develop the enorm- 
ous iron ore deposits of Western 
Australio. The effect of the 
boom cannot yet be fully as- 
sessed. There may be seven 
new towns in the regicn within 
five years, at least three new 
large capacity deep water ports, 
and more than 550 miles of 
standard-gauge railway will be 
built. 


The petroleum Information 
Bureau (Australia) says that the 
greatest benefit -to Western 
Australia and to the whole of 
the country may still yet come 
from continued success in the 
production of oi! anc. natural 
gas. 


Already Western Australia 
has received considerable ben- 
efits from petroleum search ac- 
tivities. Many hundreds of miles 
of new trails and roads remain 
as a result of exploration and 
drilling’ operations. One seven- 
mile access road on Cape Range 
not far from Rough Range, was 
built by WAPET at a cost of 
$100,000. - 


Subterranean water has been 
located by oil drillers in many 
previously dry areas; landing 
strips have been put down and 
in some places automatic 
weather stations instclled, both 
of which are of benefit to pas- 
toralists and the Royal Flying 
Doctor Service.

The Petroleum Information 
Bureau (Australia), says the in- 
dustry recognises that refiner- 
ies should lead all other indus- 
tries, or at least be on a par 
with the best, in maximising 
efficiency of combustion of 
both liquid and gaseous fuels in 
large furnaces in order to min- 
imise smoke emission. 


The familiar refinery flare 
being an essential feature of 
refinery safety precautions, is 
indispensable, and is kept as 
small as possible. Steam is 
commonly injected at the base 
of the flame to minimise smoke 
and odour. : 


Oi) refineries also take the nec- 
essary precautions to minimise 
pollution by hydrogen sulphide 
and other substances produced 
in the processing of crude oil 
with a high sulphur content. 


‘Further contributions the oil 
industry make to the cause of 
clean air follow from the ready 
co-operation oil companies ex- 
tend to health authorities and 
research organisations, and the 
assistance they give to buyers 
of fuel oil to operate their furn- 
aces at peak efficiency.
